‘‘To His Holiness Benedict XV Pope. 

_ ‘'In acknowledgment of the communication of Yout Holiness to the > : 
belligerent peoples, dated Aug. 1, 1917, the President of the United 
States requests me to transmit the following reply: 

‘‘Every heart that has not been blinded and hardened by this ter- 
rible war must be touched by this moving appeal of His Holiness, the 
Pope, must feel the dignity and foree of the humane and generous mo- 
tives which prompted it, and must fervently wish that we might take the 
path of peace he so persuasively points out. But it would be folly to 
take it if it does not in fact lead to the goal he proposes. Our response 
must be based upon the stern facts and upon nothing else. It is not a 
mere cessation of arms he desires; it is a stable and enduring peace. 
This agony must not be gone’ hrough with again and it must be a matter 
of very sober judgment what \will insure us against it. 

‘‘ His Holiness in substance proposes that we return to the status 
quo ante bellum, and that then there’be a general condonation, disarma- 
ment, and a concert of @tions, based upon acceptance of the principle of 
arbitration, that by a similar concert freedom of the seas be established;

lems of the Balkan states and the restitution of Poland be left to such 
conciliatory ad justments as may be possible in the new.temper of such a 
peace, due regard being paid to the aspirations ‘of the peoples whose poli- 
tical fortunes and affiliations will be involved.

ROGER N. BALDWIN DELIVERS 
“HARMLESS EUTOPIAN SPEECH” 


Chairman of City Club Mecting So 
Describes Address He Feared Would 
Be Aggressive Peace Appcal. 

Roger N. Baldwin, who resigned a 
few months ago as secretary of the 
Civic League to head a pacifist move- 
nrent, and who is now director of the 
National Civil Liberties Bureau, with

Baldwin began his address by de- 
claring that if he had known he 
would have caused so much tele- 
phoning he would not have avvepted 
the invitation to speak, as he did not 
“wish to stir up any resentment or 
misunderstanding among his fellow 
townsmen.”’ He then made a general 
socialistic speech, repeating time and 
again that the military autocracy of 
Germany must be destroyed.

McAllister Urges: Action to 
Enable Missourians to Get 
Fuel at Reduced Price.

Investigation Showed Country 
Dealers Contracted to Pay 
$4 a Ton After September. 


A demand upon Coal Administrator 
Garfield, at Washington, toe imme- 


diately cancel all coal contracts he-}| 


tween operators and country dealers 
of Missouri, to give consumers the 
benefit! of prices fixed -by Ptesident 
Wilson, was sent today by Attorney 
General McAllister from his office in 
Jefferson City. . 

The Attorney Gendrat, in his in- 
vestigation of the coal .situation in, 
this State, found the operators had 
made contracts to sell coal to country 
dealers on a sliding scale, beginning 
at a price of $2.75 f. o. b. mine for 
April, and advancing 25 cents a 
month to September, when the price 
becomes $4 a ton at the mine, and re- 
mains at that figure the remainder 
of the season. 

“T have never been able to find 
any excuse for contracts of this char- 
acter,’ said the Attorney-General, 
‘except that operators are trying to 
make certain the price of coal to 
the consumer will climb constantly.” 

In explanat-on of his demand for 
a cancellation of contracts, the Ait- 
torney-General said the President’s 
proclamation did not interfere with 
existing contracts. If the couniry 
dealers were required to buy caal at 
the prices fixed by the contracts, he 
stated, they would have to pay ap- 
proximately twice the price fixed by 
the President in his recent er 
mation. 

Contracts Made for Year. \ 

The contracts were‘ made for’ u 
year, McAllister explained, and the 
customers of dealers bound by such 
contracts could not expect any relief 
before next May, unless Garfield pe- 
remptorily ordered the*annulment of 


the cantracts. 


While dealers not tied up with con- 
tracts may buy ‘coal at the Ilhinois 
mines at $1.90 to $2.20 a ton, Mo- 
Allister said that those’ who. have 
made contracts for a year’s supply of 
coal will have to pay at least $4 a 
ton for the same grade of coal. This 
condition, he asserted, would, work 
an injustice both upon the, country 
dealers and the consumers.

L. P. Robinson, president of the 
Robinson Coal Co., 1579 Tower Grove 
avenue, a retail dealer who han- 
dies between 30,000 and 40,000 tons 
annually, testified today at the 
State’s hearing, before Commissioner 
Lilly at the Planters Hotel, that a 
Chicago coal concern had requived 
him not to reship or resell their coal 
in their territory and that two con-s 
cerns held back on contract deliveries 
when prices began to rise last fall in 
crder to sell-in the open market at 
greatly enhanced prices. 


The hearing here was adjourned 
at noon and will be resumed at Kan- 
sas City tomorrow. Assistant Attovr- 
ney-General Gose announced he 
would return to take further testi- 
mony here at a date to be announced 
later. 

Robinson declared he had t» fight 
all last winter to try and get the 
IK<eller Coal ()). and the Old Ben Cor- 
poration of Chicago to deliver, his 
needs on contracts he had entered 
into early in 1916. He said these con- 
tracts called for Carterville coal at 
$1.65, f. o. b. mine and Mount Olive 
at'$1.35. The concerns, he sai4, were 
short 50 per cent on Carterviiie de- 
liveries, 25 per cent short on Mour 
Olive, and another concern was fnil- 
ing to deliver 10 per cent of his ¢v.- 
tract. 

Sued to Get Delivery. 

As a result of the failure to deliver 
the coal, he testified, he had to go 
into market and buy Carterville a* 
$3.50. and Mount Olive at $2.50, and 
finally had to file suits to try to gut 
the Keller and Old Ben companies 
to deliver.

INORSES PEACE 


Note Clearly’Shows U. S. Is Wil- 
ling to Deal With People | 
Themselves, Article Says. 


The Westliche Post, in an, editorial 
today. declared that President W?°.- 
son’s letter to the Pope embodies “a 
peace program which every honest 
man must unreservedly indorse.”’ 
The editorial is headed “An Appeal 
to the German People.” It is as fol- 
lows: 

‘President Wilson’s reply to the 
Pope’s peace proposal appears, at 
first glance, to be a flat declination; 
but in fact it is a counter-proposal, 
in the form of an address to the Ger- 
man people. in which the President 
shows himself ready to enter into 
peace negotiations so soon as the 
German people itself; not the Ger- 
man Government, undertakes t- 
bring about a dtrable reconciliation. 
He sets this forth as follows: 

The concluding sentences of the 
President’s reply are\then quoted, ve- 
ginning with “We cannot take the 
word of the present rulers of Ger- 
many.”’ 

“These words are full.of meaning, 
and form asolemn assurance that 
the United States has not contem- 
plated the' dismemberment of ine 
present empire or the founding -'f 
exclusive economic coalitions. The 
President’ proclaims emphaticrily 
that the German people must not be! 
shut out from the world’s economic 
opportunities, ‘if they will accept 
equality and not seek domination.’ 

“This is an appeak to the German 
people to give assurances that they 
will not seek military or economic 
conquest, and it is at the same time 
a clear, pronouncement to certain 
statesmen. of the allies who inces- 
santly preach a ‘war after the war,’ 


and assume that the people of the 


central ‘Powers must be placed in 
servitude to the conquering nations. 

“Such a policy of hate and oppres- 
sion is clearly not acceptable to the 
President. He advocates equal rights 
for all peoples, great or small, wea 
or powerful, and on this bases his 
severe rebuke to the present German 
Government, that it has sought to 
subject the whole world to its dom- 
ination. 

“With such a Government at the 
helm, Mr. Wilson declares, it would 
be necessary to keep up a permanent 
hostile. Combination against it: Such 
a condition is repellent to him, and 
would render the realization of his 
ideals impossible. The need for put- 
ting those ideals into practice, Pres- 
ident Wilson holds to be one of the 
great lessons of the war, and he ad- 
ministers a warning not only to the 
statesmen of the céritral Powers, but 
to those of all the world, when he 
says: - 

‘“ “Responsible statesmen must now 
everywhere see, if théy never saw be- 
fore. that no peace can rest securely 
upon political or’ economic restric- 
tions meant to benefit some nations 
and cripple or embarrass others, 
upon vindictive action of any sort, or 
any kind of revenge or deliberate in- 
jury.’ 

“With epigrammatid brevity has 
the President of the United States 
made known a peace program which 
every honest man must unreservedly 
indorse. On such &@ basis, peace ne- 
gotiations could begin today, if onity 
one of the belligerent nations desired 
to make the least concessions. His 
chief demani, that the German peo- 
ple itself shall take the responsibii- 
ity for the carrying out of contracts 
and settlements, is emphasized more 
strongly through this program. 

“The Associated Press, which is an 
unquestioned authority on Washing- 
ton news, reports that the Wilson let- 
ter embodies the views of the allies, 
and that their replies will be of ike 
tone. If this is the case, then we cah 
see no ground for pessimism in 
President Wilson’s declarations, but 
rather a great step toward the restor- 
ation of the peace so ardently de- 
sired—-a peace which shall rest on 
the equality of all peoples, -and 
therefore shall endure.” 

Cincinnati Volksblatt: The gist of 
the President’s note to the Pope is 
contained in the following words: 
The punitive damages, the dismem- 
berment of empires, the establish- 
ment of selfish and exclusive econo- 
mic leagues we deem inexpedient and 
in the end worse than futile—no 
proper basis for a peace of any kind, 
least of all for an enduring peace.’ 
This is an unequivocal announcement 
to the German allies that peace is 
within the grasp by changing their 
forms’ of Government, in making 
them more responsive to the will of 
the people, and they ought without 
delay comply with this demand. It 
is also an announcement to our al- 
lies that the United States are in the’ 
war for lofty and unselfish purposes 
and not to involve them in schemes

put forward, notably in the famou: 
order of the day No. 1. These doc- 
trines, he declared, had split the 
army in two cpposite camps, officers 
and soldiers, v hich have become al- 
most irreconciliable. 


Dangerous Duality of Power. 
Speaking of the committees elected

Gen. Alexicff said they were useful 
to the army from an economic stand- 
point, but were fatal to disciplinc of 
the troops. None the less subversive 
was the influence of Government 
commissaries whose appointment, he 
asserted, created an extremely dan- 
gerous duality of power. 


The General maintained that after 
publication by the Government of 
the declaration of the rights of bol- 
diers all respect toward leaders dis- 
appeared, the officers becoming veri- 
table martyrs and having to pay dear- 
ly in the offensive of July 1 and the 
subsequent retreat. The General cited 
some remarkable illustrations of this. 
On one occasion, he said, when an 
attack was being launched, the force 
which advanced was made up of 28 
officers, 20 noncommissiohed officers 
and two soldiers, All ‘the others 
looked on coldly while these herocs 
perished. 


The General declared it would be 
impossible to carry the war to a vic- 
etorious conclusion unless the strong- 
est possible efforts were made by 
the provisional Government and by 
the troops themselves to reanimate 
and regenerate the army. 


After Madame. Catherine Bresh- 
kovskaya, the “‘grandmother of the 
revolution,” had appealed to the 
Government to pass from words to 
actions and help the army conquer 
the enemy, Prince Peter Kropatkin, 
who was not on the list of speakers, 
was heard at the request of the 
whole conference. He called upon 
all Russians to prevent the fatal 
eventuality of a German victory and 
expressed the hope that Russia 
would not be proclaimed a federa- 
tive republic. This sentiment, sub- 
mitted to the conference for the first 
time, evoked a long continuous ova- 
tion in honor of Prince Kropatkin. 


Other speakers, who declared 
against a separate peace, were loud- 
ly applauded. 

M. Grusenberg, speatiag as the 
representative of the Jews, said they 
loved their country, notwithstanding 
their unprecedented persecution ur- 
der the old regime, and had contrib- 
uted greatly to the ‘emancipation of 
the people and the defense against 
the enemy.

TONS OF ROCKS ARE HURLED 
BY SAN SALVADOR VOLCANO 


Eruption Which Started on June 7 
Still in Progress With Artilicry- 
Like Roar. 

SAN SALVADOR, Republic of San 
Salvador, Aug. 29.—The San Salvador 
volcano, which burst into violent 
eruption on June 7 last, still contin- 
ues to hurl into the air at intervals 
of from half a minute to a minute 
quantities of red-hot stones. These 
emissions are accompanied by tre- 
mendous explosions, like the firing 
together of 100 pieces of heavy ar- 
tillery. Smaller stonés glowing with 
heat are thrown 3000 féet in the air 
and larger ones 1800 feet.

Former .Governor-General - of 
Canada Succumbs at the 
Age of 66. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—Ear) Grey, 
former Governor-General of Canada, 
died at 6 o’clock this morning at 
Howick House, Northumberland, 
after a long illness.. 

‘The funeral will be held at Ho- 
wick on ‘Saturday, qvnen a memoria! 


service will be held in, London. Ear! 
Grey was in his sixty-sixth year. 


Lord ‘Strathcona described Earl 


Grey as ‘a statesman and 0»philan- 
thropist in the best sense.’ His ac- 
tive career Ccomprised'not only the 
administration of the Government of 
Rhodesia and representation of the, 
British Government as Geverser-| 
General of Canada, but industria! 
and financial operationg in the de- 
elopment of South Africa. One of 
the most noted movements to which 
he gave his support and in which 
he was a leading spirit was the Pub- 
lic House Trust Co. of England, an 
enterprise designed to supplant the 
ordinary saloons for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor by the establish- 
ment of well-conducted public 
houses and to discourage the use of 
intoxicants by substitution of tea and 
coffee 

Earl ‘Grey was an intimate friend 
of the late Joseph H. Choate, Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Great Britain. 
often visited the United States, 
called upon Presidents Roosevelt and 
Taft at Washington, and declared 
that he was a lover of America. This 
sentiment he gave as his reason for 
restoring to the United States a pic- 
ture of Benjamin Franklin, which 
had been in the possession of his 
family sincé Earl Grey's great-grand- 
father, Major-General Charles Grey. 
was “quartered in Franklin's house 
in Philadelphia as an officer of Gen. 
Howe's staff-during the Revolution- 
ary War. The restoration of the 
picture was announced by Earl Grey 
at a banquet tendered to him in New 
York while he was Governor-General] 
of Canada. In making the announce- 
ment he said he believed there werv 
higher laws than the laws of pos- 
session. 

Born Nov. 28, 1851, Alfred Henry 
George, the fourth Earl Grey, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He married in 1877 Alice 
Holford of Westonbritt, Engtand. 
Two daughters, Lady Evelyn Grey 
and Lady Sybil Grey, were the result 
of the union. 

By profession Earl Grey was a 
lawyer. He was a member of Par- 
HNament from) Northumberland for 
six years, beginning 1880. On the 
death of his uncle, Gen. Sir Charles 
Grey, in 1894, he succeeded to the 
title and took his seat in the House 
of Lords, For two generations pre- 
viously the Earls Grey had been 
prominent in the political affairs o7 
the British Empire. His grandfather 
had been Prime Minister of England 
and his uncle private secretary to a 
Queen. , 

Succeeding his brother-in-law 
Lord Minto, Earl Grey was appoint 
ed Governor-General of Canada in 
1904 and occupied that post for six 
years. His administration was de- 
scribed as a quiet but uniform suc- 
cess. He was a strong advocate of 
imperial federation, and urged Ca- 
nadians to share the burden of En- 
giand’s defense. 


Although born an aristocrat, Ear! 
Grey was very democratic in his 
sympathies. This found chief exc 
pression in his almost Hfelong activ- 
ity as a social reformer, in his efforts 
to reform the saloons of England 
and in the establishment of a co- 
operative partnership system on his 
estates in Northumberland. One of 
his most profound convictions was 


that a union of the English-speaking |. 


people would be of world-wide bene- 
fit. 

Lean and bald, with shoulders a 
trifle rounded, Ear] Grey was of dis- 
tinguished appearance and interest- 
ing personality. By his democratic 
manner he made thousands of 
friends duying his administration in 
Canada... His home was at Howick 
Hall, Northumberland, England.

Asks Why He Doesn’t Answer 
Asquith’s Question Regard- 
ing Restoration of Country.

Michaelis continue, and Prof, Hans 
Delbrueck now asks the Chancellor 
an embarrassing question concerning 
peace. In the Prussia frear book 
Prof Delbrueck inquires of Dr. 
Michaelis why, if he really accepts 
the Reichstag resolutions as to the 
basis of his policy, he neglects to an- 
swer the inquiry made July 26 in the 
English House of Commons by for- 
mer Premier Asquith regarding Ger- 
many’s readiness to evacuate and re- 
store Belgium. 

Prof. Delbrueck, who open!y ques- 


tions the good faith of the Chancel- 
lor in professing to agree with the 
terms of the resolution, asks whether 
his silence in. the face of Asquith’s 
summons does not show that those 
persons are right who insist that Dr. 
Michaelis takes another standpoint 
from that contained in the resolu- 
tion. , 
“If the German Government is 
ready to conclude a peace upon the 
basis of no annexations and no in- 
demnities,”’ asks the professor, *““why 
all this unprecedented apparatus of 
a joint committee of the Reicnstag 
and Dundesrat to assist the Chancel- 
lor in drawing up a simple answer to 
the Pope’s proposal of péace on 
that basis?” 

Hasn’t Reichstag’s Confidence. 

The truth is, says Prof. Delbrueck, 
that Dr. Michaelis does not enjoy Ttte 
confidence of the Reichstag. He 
could not possibly do so, the writer 
says, after last week’s events inthe 
Reichstag Main Committee and his 
tacit submission to the assertion that 
he is in reality opposed to the reso- 
lution. Neither the German nation 
nor the world knows what the ..han- 
cellor’s policy is. 


The Reichstag’s resolution, Prof. 
Delbrueck continues, would have had 
a different effect if it was not be- 
lieved abroad that the Reichstng is 
powerless and that the Chancellor is 
double-tongued. 


mons on July 26 former Premier As- 
quith asked if Germany was pre- 
pared to evacuate Belgium, to make 
reparation and to restore absolute in- 
dependence to Belgium. He said he 
would like.to know the German an- 
swer to these questions. 

Parliamentary Regime Opposed. 

The Staats Zeitung of Munich, the 
organ of the Bavarian Government, 
publishes a Berlin communication 
against the introduction of par- 
liamentary regime in Germany as 
opposed to the Federative charac- 
ter of the empire. The Staats Zei- 
tung declares that all the Federal 
States undoubtedly share the view 
expressed by the Centrist speaker in 
the Reichstag who said that his par- 
ty welcomed the Chancellor’s inten- 
tion to bring about closer relations 
between the Government and parlia- 
ment, but it must reject any tamper- 
ing with the Federated character of 
the empire and the rights of the Fed- 
eral States. 


Fierce Political Struggle Over De- 
mocratization Indicated in 
Germany. 
STOCKHOLM. <Aug. 28.—Storm 
signs indicate the fiercest inner pol- 
itical struggle of the war aproach- 
ing vetween the champions and foes 
of democratization of Germany. A 
sufficiently large body of reglly im- 
vertant public opinion has at last 
come to the realization that demo- 
eratization is’ an -inevitable pre- 
requisite to peace, with the result 
that a huge propganda for “parlia-

A most significant development is 
that the National Liberals, heret >- 
fore playing dog-in-the-mantger poli- 
tics, have hastened to climb into the 
parliamentarian band wagon, so that 
there is now a solid political block in 
the Reichstag, backed by a still more 
impressive majority’ of the German 
peopie, in favor of ironclad, effective 
guarantees: that the Imperial  Goy- 
ernment can no longer ’make vital 
decisions without the full knowledge, 
gdvice and consent of the people's 
tepresentatives, though opiniors dif- 
fer as to what form this control of 
a heretofore autocratic Government 
shall take. The new, solid majority 
agrees, however, that the so-called 
“free comniission” is only a poor, ex- 
perimental makeshift, which must be 
of temporary and provisional char- 
acter, and that its usefulness’ must 
begin and end with collaboration in 
drafting the text of an answer to 
the Pope. 

At no time ‘during the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent’s long resNence 
in Germany has there been. suc' 
measure of real freedom of speech 
and of press as at present. Political 
consorship appears to have been 
cowed by the recent exhibitions of 
irascibility of public opinion. and the 
vthampions of democratization are 
not mincing words, 

Thus, Theodore Wolff desires to 
tell the German people that they are 
not free citizens. but subjects and be- 
long to the only Kultur nation it 
which this feudal status is main- 
tained. This is merely a typical in- 
stance of what is being aired all over 
Germany.

Musical Comedy, ‘‘Leave 
It to Jane.”’ 


By Leased Wire From the New Yurk 
Bureau ef the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—lIt soon 
may happen that no successful play 
of the receding years will be elusive 
enough to escape being appropriat- 
ed by the songsmiths of musical 
comedy. “Overnight” having been 
transmogrified into “Very Good Ed- 
die,” and Hoyt's “A Milk White 
Flag” having gone through the hop- 
per and come out as “Go to It,” it 
became the fate of George Ade’s once 
popular ‘The College Widow” to be 
transmuted last night into “Leave It 
to Jane.”’ 

The fate of the Ade piece which 
lampooned the way of college youth 
was not an unhappy one. The amus- 
ing farce had fallen into good hands. 
Guy Bolton retained enough of the 
story to serve as a framework, P. G. 
Wodehouse studded it with 15 lyrics, 
all but two or three of which were 
were quite charming, and Jerome 
Kern set them to the delicate, tink- 
ling and ingratiating airs, the mys- 
tery of which has made him theo 
most popular of the younger com- 
posers. Thus the triumvirate re- 
sponsible for “Oh, Boy!’, the best 
musical comedy of recent years, was 
to the fore again. 

2 It was noticeable that the fun of 
“The College Widow” did not seem 
as keen as it once did. -After Ade’s 
success, the ways of the college boy 
were overdone in the theater. But 
while the songs were being heard 
and the dances which accompanied 
them were being watched, the audi- 
ence at the Longacre Theater gave 
every evidence of satisfaction. Even 
if the humor was not so fresh as it 

t have been, the piece was com- 
nbsp free from the banalities of 
ordinary musical comedy. 

The characterizations of the old 
piece were followed closely, from 
“Silent’’ Murphy, the center rush 
whose shoes were too tight, through 
the list including “Bud” Hicks, the 
verdant freshman, to Flora Wiggins, 
the “prominent college waitress,’ 
Not one of the undergraduates o-: 
faculty of Atwater College failed to 
be resuscitated. 

The production again suggested, 
like “Oh, Boy!” the delicate texture 
which once distinguished the George 
Edwardes musical comedies. The 
manner of it was generally pleasing. 
The singing was, so to speak, with 
the soft peda onl, except in the case 
of Georgia O’Ramey’s “Dancing Cle- 
opatra” number, which was comic 
enough to justify its boisterousness, 

Between Edith Hollar as the col- 
lege belle, and Ann Orr as the ath- 
letic coed, it was hard to choose. Vo- 
leally neither shone brilliantly. The 
demureness of the first was nicely 
offset by the effervescence of the 
second, whether their singing and 
dancing partners were Oscar Shaw, 
Robert G. Pitkin or Olin Howland. 
One searches the cast in vain for oth- 
ers who shared the lyrics, although 
the chorus was usually kept busy. 
There were a few high spots during

ARE NOT WINTERPROOF 


Missouri Men Will Be Sent to 
France This Fall, Ft. Sill 
Officers Deduce. 


FORT SILL, Ok., Aug. 29.—The 
national guard from Missouri and 
Kansas will be on their way to 
France before winter sets in, in the 
opinion of army officers stationed 
at Fort Sill, where the national 
guard will be encamped. This is 
not based on information from the 
War Department. It is a sort of gen- 
eral understanding that seems to ex- 
ist throughout the entire post and is 
based largely on the general attitude 
taken by the War Department to- 
ward the construction of the camp. 

Camp Doniphan is being built for 
a@ summer camp. The camp could 
be arranged so that troops could 
spend the winter here, but it is es- 
timated that it would require from 
30 to 60 days and every building at 
the camp would have to be remod- 
eled. 

The only buildings that are going 
up are offices, mess halls, kitchens 
and lavatories. These are being 
built so flimsily that they will serve 
only as shelters. The buildings are 
of pine boards placed on end with 
%-inch cracks between. The sides 
and ends are open from a height of 
about 4 feet to the roof. The con- 
tract calls for wire screening around 
the open spaces. The roofs are cov- 
ered with tar paper. Even the of- 
fices for divisional headquarters and 
brigade headquarters are built the 
same way. There are no windows. 

It would be impossible to expect 
troops to spend the winter in such 
a place, the officers say, unless 
changes are made. If the War De- 
partment expected the troops to win- 
ter here, the army officers argue, 
they would change the construction 
contracts so the men could continue 
with their work. The weather con- 
sideration was discussed with inter- 
est when the thermometer dropped 
yesterday from 101 to 57 degrees 
and overcoats were brought out. 
Snow fell for three minutes at Sny- 
der, 34 miles west of Lawton. 

The work of organizing the divi- 
sion of the Missouri and Kansas na- 
tional guard has almost been com- 
pleted. Most of the divisional offi- 
cers have arrived and have been as- 
signed by Major-General William M. 
Wright, who has been here only 2 
few days. Lieutenant-Colonel M:- 
Cleave is Chief of Staff. The Gen- 
eral Staff consists of Maj. W. V. 
Gallagher, who will be in charge of 


operations and training; Maj. James 


M. Hobson, Divisional Adjutant; Maj. 
W. J. Scott, Divisional Quartermas- 
ter; Maj. John F. Clapham, inspec- 
tor; Maj. Geo. P. Whitsett, Judge-

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ARGENTINA SHIPS 


Acquiesces in Demands for 
Safety and for Indemnification 
for Loss of the Toro. 


WANTS TO BE FRIENDLY 


Vessels Carrying Food Not to 
Be Molested, According to 
Buenos Aires Interpretation. 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 29.—The 
favorable report made by the- Ger- 
| man Government to Argentina con- 
cerning the submarine campaign re 
lieved a tense and critical situation. 
The German reply, which La Epoca 
says is a diplomatic triumph, ac- 
quiesces in the demands of Argen- 
tina for the safety of Argentine ships 
and indimnification for the torpedo- 
ing of the steamer Toro, “in order 
to maintain friendly relations.’’ ‘The 
note also concedes “freedom of the 
sees to vessels under the Argentine 
flag carrying food.” 


The Argentine foreign office has 
made public the entire correspond- 
ence with Germany concerning the 
sinking of the Toro. It shows that 
Germany’s note probably averted the 
possibility of Argentine severing dip- 
lomatic relations. On July 4 Argen- 
tine sent to Berlin a note concerning 
the Toro case, which said in part: 
“In accepting the German Govern- 
ment’s settlement of the Mont Pro- 
tegido case, this Government under- 
stood that Argentines rights were 
recognized and that indemnification 
would prevent a repetition, but, in 
view of another violation of our 
rights, we must now ask for assur- 
ance that there will be no further 
violations.” 


Argentine’s Interests at Sea. 

On July 24 the German Govern- 
ment said the Toro sinking was not 
the result of restricted submarine 
warfare, hut in accordance with in- 
ternational law permitting the sink- 
ing of contraband cargoes when it 
was impossible to take them to port. 
The Argentine Government on Aug. 
4 notified Germany that it would 
consider the Declaration of London 
in settling the question, adding: 

“It is impossible to admit that, 
while Argentina is guaranteeing the 
person and property of Germans in 
Argentina, Argentina interests on the 
sea can be attacked and destroyed 
by the Imperial German navy. It is 
inconceivable that the natural prod- 
ucts of Argentina should be consid- 
ered contraband of war at any time. 
The Argentine Government cannot 
recognize that the interchange of her 
natural products may be made a 
motive for warlike and restrictive 
discrimination and therefore unable 
to accept the proposals made. We 
must insist on reparation and a guar- 
antee of the freedom of seas for Ar- 
gentine vessels,” 

Proposition Was Refused. | 
Germany replied én Aug. 17 that 
notwithstanding the objections which 
could be made to the Aregentine 
claims, the Imperial Government in 
a desire to maintain friendly rela- 
tions with Argentina, would agree to 
the same solution as in the Monte 
Protegido ease. The German Govern- 
ment agreed to pay the difference 
between the value of the Toro and 
the insurance on the vessel. and said 
it would recognize Argentina’s right 
to freedom of the seas, in accord- 
ance with international law, provided 
Argentina endeavored to prevent its 
flag from traversing the restricted 
zone. Argentina refused to consider 
the proposition and on August 24, de- 
manded an immediate solution. The 
German reply of yesterday was the 
result. 

Note to Argentina. 

The German Minister last night 
handed to the Argentine Govern- 
ment the following note: 
“The German imperial Govern- 
ment desires to maintain cordial re- 
lations with Argentina, and, to pruve 
with facts 
has decided, after a new investiga- 
tion of the Toro case, to indemnify 
the Argentine Government. 
“The imperial German Govern- 
ment declares at the same time that 
the freedom of the seas, in which 
Argentine shipping would share 
forms one of the objects of this war. 
As a consequerce of the illegal acts 
of its enemies, the liberty of action 
of the imperial German Government 
is limited, but it willingly acknow!l- 
edges the dictates of international 
law and will endeavor to observe 
them. | 
“The naval forces of the German 
empire have received orders and m- 
structions in agreement with this 
viewpoint, and the imperial German 
Government is convinced that after 
these declarations no incident wil) 
occur to disturb the friendly rela- 
tions between Germany and Argen- 
tina. _ “LOXBURG.” 

Argentina’s Statement. 
The Foreign Office has issued the 
following official statement concern- 
ing the negotiations with Germany: 
“After the delivery of the second 
Argentine note to Berlin the German 
Minister held several conferences 
with the Argentine Foreign Minis- 
ter in an attempt to solve the ques- 
tions in dispute. These met with 
no success, because, though the For- 
eign Minister was willing to give ex- 
planations, Germany insisted on thd 
condition that Argentina prevent her 
vessels from traversing the blockade. 
The Foréign Minister explained this 
insistence to the President, who rée- 
fused the condition as being abso- 
lutely incompatible with the spirit of 
Argentina’s lemands, which insisted 
upon a solution of the difficulty in 
accordance with the sovereign rights 
of this nation.

A letter written from France by 
‘Leighton. Evatt, a member of the 
Base .Hospital Unit 21, to Mr. and 
Mrs. F. S. Wiemeyer of 3011 Lafay- 
ette avenue, gives an interesting 
summary of his experiences and im- 
pressions. He wrote, in part: 

‘The novelty has worn off and we 
are getting down to business right 
and are starting to learn what this 
terrible war means. ‘The boys here 
who go up to the front use the ex- 
pression that they are going up-to get 
their wooden overcoats. Everything 
is taken for what it is worth. I saw 
one fellow wounded all over on a 
stretcher, smiling. When I got 
through classifying all his wounds he 
laughed and said I had forgotten the 
most important one which was 
through his teg. They take every- 
thing as a joke. 

“An Irishman came down a few 
days ago and told me about a party 
of boches who were sent,out, coming 
in contact with some Irishmen who 
were sent out to clear away some of 
the obstructions for a charge the 
next morning. They naturally had 
only picks and shovels and their de- 
tached bayonets. They met ‘Fritz’ 
and had-a lively fight with their 
picks and shovels and I imagine if 
they had had bricks bats, they would 
have been right at home. ‘Fritz’ is 
what all Tommies call the Germans, 
and they tell something of what a 
‘strafing’ they were getting from 
Fritz—and—tlow they ‘strafed’ him

DOWN WITH THE KAISER! _ 
Kaiserdom may read its doom in the note of 
President Wilson replying to the Pope’s peace pro- 
posal. It declares war to the finish against the 
irresponsible, unscrupulous military autocracy 
which controls the German empire. 

The message meets in full the expectations of all 
those who understand the war situation and the 
fundamental issues involved in the American war 
on the Kaiser. | 

The President’s indictment of the Kaiser’s Gov- 
ernment is damning. Briefly he recounts the 
crimes of “the ruthless master of the German 
people” against morality, law and humanity, the 
wrongs he has inflicted and the rights he has 
trampled upon to gain world domination. He 
shows that a peace with the Kaiser would be a 
mockery, a truce preliminary to another assault 
upon other peoples. 

The message, however, is not merely an indict- 
ment of the Kaiser’s Government and a declara- 
tion of our intention to crush it for our own pro- 
tection and the protection of other conquered or 
menaced peoples, but it is an appeal to all men 
who love liberty and justice to unite in removing 
the monster of ambitious despotism which menaces 
the rights of all men to liberty, peace and security 
under Governments of their own choice and con- 
trol. It is a declaration of independence for the 
world. It raises a standard of freedom and jus- 
tice to which all men of good will may rally in de- 
fense of human rights against tyranny and op- 
pression. 

The German people are included in the appeal. 


| They are promised a’ swift peace on just terms, 


with security and opportunity, whenever they 
are able of their own free will to make terms and 
guarantee them as a people controlling their will 
and power. 

In this respect the Wilson message is one of the 
greatest documents in. history—greatest in scope 
of its call to nations to unite for freedom and just 
dealing and in the sweeping benefits it invokes 
for the peoples of the world. Repudiating all de- 
sire for material gain or reprisal or revenge op 
the part of the American people, the uncom- 
promising basis of our warfare is thus stated by 


Mr. Wilson: | 

They (the American oats ‘believe that 
‘peace should rest upon the rights of peoples, 
not the rights of Governments—the rights of 
peoples great or small, weak or powerful— 
their EQUAL right to freedom and security 

‘arid self-government and to a participation 
upon fair terms in the’ economic opportuni- 
ties in the world—the German people, of 
course, included, if they will accept equality 
and not-seék domination. 

The test, therefore, of every plan of peace 
is this: Is it based upon the faith of all the 
peoples {nvolved or merely upon the word 
of an ambitious and jintrigu.ng Government, 
on the one hand, and of a group of free peo- 
ples, on the other?.. This is a test which goes 
to the root of the matter; and it is the test 
which must be epplied. © * * Punitive 

‘ damages, the dismemberment of empires, the 
establishment ‘of selfish and. exclusive 
economic leagues, we deem inexpedient and 
in the end worse than futile, no proper 

- basis for a peace of any kind, ‘east of all for 
an enduring peace. That must be based upon 
justice and fairness and the common rights 
of mankind.

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THE EMBARGOITES GET AN EMBARGO. 

Almost from the very opening of the war in 
Europe an embargo on American exports has been 
urgently demanded. To question our right to 
send certain of our products abroad was the ob- 
ject of a systematic propaganda lasting for many 
months. Resolutions proposing a prohibition of 
such exports were vehemently advocated in Con- 
gress and commanded a surprising support. 

Exercising authority recently conferred upon 
him, the President has now decreed an em- 
bargo. Analysis of his proclamation shows that it 
is some embargo, too. Nothing resembling it has 
been known since the embargoes under the non- 
intercourse acts prior to the War of 1812, when 
practically all foreign trade was suppressed. 

It applies to foodstuffs and metals and a great 
classification of manufactured articles, as well as 
munitions. No consignments may be sent abroad 
without an express permit from the Government, 
issued under such conditions as will make plain 
just what the consignment consists of, who ships 
it and where it is going. 

Up to date, however, no public expressions en- 
thusiastically approving the new policy have come 
from the late advocates*°of embargoes, in or out 
of Congress. The reason is that the embargo they 


they wanted. 

What they wanted was an export prohibition 
inconsistent with neutrality decreed at a time 
when we were not taking sides in the European 
conflict. What they have obtained is an embargo 
decreed as an act of belligerency at a time when 
our entire future has been made dependent on 
allied success, The one was an embargo whose 
purpose to help Germany could scarcely be dis- 
guised. The other is an embargo studiously 
planned to inflict vast hurt on Germany. 

The embargoites have got more embargo than 
they bargained for. From the substantial support 
it affords the entente as its workings become man- 
ifest, the country can get a good idea of the as- 
sistance the other kind of embargo would have 
given to Prussianism.

The beet sugar men have consented to a reduc- 
tion of 1.5 cents a pound in. the price of their 
product, which indicates a price to wholesalers 
in the neighborhood of 7.25 cents a pound, plus 
freight from the seaboard. The wholesalers prom- 
ise that the further sum added to represent their 
profit shall be reasonable and Uncle Sam will keep 
a sharp eye on the retailers to see that they do 
not abuse the opportunity which the new atti- 
tude on the part of the sugar men higher up 
throws in their direction. 

Even more significant than this striking con- 
trast in sugar market conditions as compared 
with the absolute extortion of last winter is the 
meeting at Chicago of ice dealers said to represent 
a large proportion of the country’s facilities in the 
manufacture and distribution of ice. Having re- 
ceived -a hint from Mr. Hoover’s organization, 
they are arranging joint action for reducing the 
price of ice.

T is just possible that when we have tried to curb

That it does not al- 
ways do so is because there has been no means of 
halting speculation at the point where it lifts prices 
beyond our ability to meet them. Thus, wheat is 
never made by the demand for it what it frequently 
brings because of speculation. The same thing is true 
of most of our food. It is true of coal, and it will 
continue true of all the necessaries of life as long as 
we stand for it. The present law is not merely an 
experiment. It has been proven effective in Europe, 
and it is really only an amplification of what we have 
already attempted to do with the anti-trust law. If 
Mr. Hoover is half the things Senator Reed says he 
isn’t, he can control the food situation with such 
wisdom and fairness that we shall never want any- 
thing else.
